privileged to live under a democratic 

government. Under that government 
we have grown and prospered until we have 
the highest level of general well-being in the 
world. Now that democracy is in danger 
we are suddenly realizing that, like other 
good things of life such as health and happi- 
ness, we have taken it too much for granted. 

If we are to save our democracy, we must 
have a nation informed on its values, its 
history, its advantages, its shortcomings, 
and its responsibilities—a nation which, 
when so informed, will act to preserve it. 
This reading-course is one small effort in 
that direction—an effort to present democ- 
racy in readable terms. 

This has not been easy. There is no offi- 
cial definition of democracy. Its aims varied 
at diflerent periods of history, and it means 
quite different things to different people 
today. To minimize this confusion some- 
what, we have limited ourselves to the 
American system of democracy. Democ- 
racy is a way of life, and writers on philo- 
sophical subjects do not write simply. Many 
of the best works have had to be omitted 
because of reading difficulty. An effort to 
present both sides and to offer some choice 
between long and short accounts made the 


Ls centuries we as a people have been 


list too long. The reading suggested here 
is merely an introduction to the subject; we 
refer the person who would go further to 
the completely revised bibliography by Ben- 
son Y. Landis, Democracy: a Reading List, 
published as a supplement to the January 
1940 A.L.A. Bulletin. 

First of all, What is democracy? No one 
book will answer this to the satisfaction of 
all, but in a world flooded by propaganda 
for communism, fascism, and democracy, 
perhaps the reader should begin with Ly- 
man Bryson’s Which Way America? (1939) 
because it so simply points out the char- 
acteristics of these three different philoso- 
phies and so forcefully shows the reader his 
own responsibility for making an intelligent 
choice. Follow this with a collection of 
essays which show some of the differing atti- 
tudes toward democracy held by thinking 
people—D. C. Coyle’s The American Way 
(1938). The next two titles are more diffi- 
cult but will also repay reading: C. A. 
Beard’s Essentials of Democracy, in School 
and Society, Aug.19, 1939, p-228-35, which 
appears also in Vital Speeches, Sept.15, 1939, 
p-729-32, lists six essentials and a program 
for action. C. E. Merriam describes The 
New Democracy and the New Despotism 
(1939) mainly from the standpoint of ob- 
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jectives and is encouraging because he is so 
confident that these objectives may be ob- 
tained even under modern world conditions. 
For those who want to know more about 
the enemies of democracy, the following 
reading on dictatorships is suggested. Ryllis 
A. Goslin’s Dictatorship (1936. 25c), one of 
the Foreign Policy Headline Books, is a 
readable description of types of the modern 
variety. For communism, we have in Earl 
Browder’s What Is Communism? (1936) 
the word of the secretary of the American 
Communist party as to its position on many 
current issues. Fascism, prepared by the 
Christian Social Justice Fund, The Fellow- 
ship of Reconciliation, 2929 Broadway, 
N. Y. (1934. 10c), discusses that ideology, 
tells its beginnings in the United States, and 
suggests ways of counteracting it. A good 
exposition of Nazi philosophy is Fritz Bren- 
necke’s The Nazi Primer (1938), the official 
handbook for schooling German youth. 
What else do we need to know about 
democracy before taking up its problems? 
As T. V. Smith said in a recent speech: 
“We need an understanding of how we got 
where we are in order to understand how 
to get on from here.” The next two books 
taken together give an excellent background 
of knowledge on which to build. Vernon 
L. Parrington’s Main Currents in American 
Thought, 3v., 1927-30, is a brilliant literary 
history of our country, but written from an 
economic viewpoint and showing the de- 
velopment of democratic ideas. C. A. 
Beard’s America in Midpassage, v.3 of his 
Rise of American Civilization (1939), is the 
best book for understanding the politics, 
social conditions, and economics of the past 
10 years; it is especially helpful in empha- 
sizing many of the aspects of life that are 
today regarded as problems of democracy. 
Because the United States was the first 
truly representative government to function 
under a written constitution, and because 
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this document was such a wise one and so 
skilfully drawn, the student of democracy 
should be familiar with its provisions, espe- 
cially its first ten amendments known as the 
Bill of Rights. Allen Robert Murray, What 
the Constitution Says (a pamphlet pub- 
lished in 1938 by the author at 1440 Chapin 
St. N.W., Washington, D. C., 20c), presents 
the Constitution in its exact words, only re- 
arranged so that all related parts are to- 
gether, the nullified portions omitted, and 
the amendments placed in the body of the 
document where they should be by meaning 
and application. 

The Bill of Rights, that part of the Con- 
stitution relating to our civil liberties, was 
added by Thomas Jefferson when he found 
that there was no section preserving the 
rights of man. Jefferson’s Democracy (1939) 
is a compilation of selections from his letters 
and papers by Saul K. Padover; certain sec- 
tions give a good idea of what the found- 
ing fathers meant by liberty. 

We now have some idea of the blueprint 
of American democracy bequeathed to us. 
We have only to look about us to see that 
we have followed it very poorly. Liberty? 
Read Arthur G. Hays’s Let Freedom Ring 
(1937) and see what has happened to civil 
liberties. Representation in government? 
Read Kenneth G. Crawford’s The Pressure 
Boys (1939) to see if we really have it. 
Economic equality? Look at the picture- 
and-verse portrayal of some of our people 
who have none because of exploitation of 
the land, in You Have Seen Their Faces by 
Erskine Caldwell and Margaret Bourke- 
White, 1937. Social progress? Read of 
child labor in Child Workers in America 
(1937) by Katharine Lumpkin and Dorothy 
Douglas, or We Too Are the People (1938) 
by Louise Armstrong, a study of the effect 
of relief on human beings. Read “Debt 
Threatens Democracy” by Roy A. Helton in 
the Reader’s Digest, July 1939, p.1-5, to see 
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the seriousness of the problem of our na- 
tional debt. 

No, democracy is not yet an achievement. 
But we are still a free people and can work 
at our problems. Let’s look at some of them 
more closely, always remembering that as 
democracy changes with time and place, so 
do its problems. John N. Andrews and 
Carl A. Marsden’s Tomorrow in the Mak- 
ing (1939) is a good book for beginning 
such a study because it is an authoritative 
compilation of information on important 
political, economic, and social problems, the 
solution of which would greatly advance the 
cause of democracy. 

The political problem was first in point of 
time, and we must continue to adjust poli- 
tics to new economic conditions. Read Lin- 
coln Steffens’ Autobiography (1931) to see 
how difficult this is. Then read Max Ler- 
ner’s It is Later Than You Think (1938), 
which has been called by some the best 
piece of political thinking in America. 

The question of today’s foreign relations 
is also a pressing problem. The greatest 
danger we risk in any war is that of losing 
our liberalism because of the autocracy that 
is necessary in a wartime government. For 
a discussion of the factors involved read 
David H. Popper’s America Charts Her 
Course, Foreign Policy Association, N. Y., 
1939, 25¢, and for suggestions as to program, 
the following two books: C. A. Beard’s 
Giddy Minds and Foreign Ouarrels, 1939, 
50c, a strong appeal for isolationism, and 
Lewis Mumford’s Men Must Act (1939) 
Which advocates help for the democracies 
now in danger. 

Our problem today is economic and social 
rather than political; for a good introduc- 
tion to this point of view read one of the 
bulletins of the Story Behind the Headlines, 
by Cesar Saerchinger, called Making De- 
mocracy Work, Columbia University Press, 


1939, 10c. He calls the economic program 
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the realistic front, and we will look at that 
first and consider some of the problems 
which the fathers of the Constitution never 
foresaw. A_ leading economist, George 
Soule, has written a clear, short analysis of 
our economic situation in An Economic 
Constitution for Democracy (1939). 

A study of social or cultural democracy 
might well begin with Louis Adamic’s My 
America (1938), a popular presentation of 
social conditions in this country, and be 
followed by John Dewey’s Freedom and 
culture (1939)—which analyzes these con- 
ditions and suggests a remedy. 

We have reviewed some of the problems 
of democracy, and it seems as if a quick 
settlement of them must be made if democ- 
racy is to live. Is it worth saving, and if so, 
how can it be saved? There are many an- 
swers to the first question; here are only 
two: Thomas Mann’s The Coming Victory 
of Democracy (1938), considered by some 
the best expressed case for democracy and 
freedom, and A. G. Hays’s Democracy 
Works (1939) a readable, confident defense 
by a director of the Civil Liberties Union. 

How can it be saved? Goethe said, “He 
alone deserves freedom or even life who 
fights for it.” This idea is expressed by 
Max Lerner in It Is Later Than You Think, 
already mentioned. Ordway Tead’s new 
book New Democracy 
(1939) gives practical suggestions for mak- 
ing democracy work, especially in the fields 
of education, public service, and industry. 
C. K. Streit believes the only hope for 
democracy lies in a world union of demo- 
cratic nations, and he gives a detailed plan 
for it in his Union Now (1939). 

Because the success of democracy assumes 
an intelligent citizenry, many excellent 
works place the responsibility for democracy 
on the shoulders of educators. “Schools; 
the Challenge of Democracy to Education” 
(Survey Graphic, Oct. 1939) gives educa- 
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tors’ opinions, collected by Beulah Amidon. 
A series of excellent articles “Objectives of 
Civic Responsibility,” sponsored by the Edu- 
cational Policies Commission (National 
Parent-Teacher, Aug.-Dec. 1939) attempts 
to clarify the duties of democratic education. 

Adults make the decisions that affect 
democracy. Therefore, their education 
should be a continual process; a clear ac- 
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count of the possibilities inherent in adult 
education are given in Adult education, by 
Lyman Bryson (1936). The Librarian ot 
Congress, Archibald MacLeish, believes that 
the library is an important institution in 
this education of adults, and one capable of 
helping in the present crisis. Read his “Li- 
braries in the Contemporary Crisis,” in the 
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our children and to the world today.

The author, a director of the Child study asso- 
ciation of America, thinks “the function of 
parent education, as we now see it, is to in- 
crease parents’ understanding of themselves, of 
the world they live in, of the problems inherent 
in marriage and in child development.”—VFore- 
word. She discusses the value of discipline in 
the home, money handling by adult and child, 
the answering of children’s questions, and car- 
ries the parent-child relationship through the 
adolescent years.

THE DEMAND FOR CIVIL SERVICE material in libraries is difficult to satisfy. The Municipal

rial, although whatever is available is included. One of the main objectives is to encourage the 
applicant to prepare himself for the position by good reading in the field, as well as to help him 
pass the examination. Therefore the brief bibliographies are useful for adult vocational interest 
as well as for civil service. 

The November 15, 1939 issue of Notes, published monthly (except during July and August) 
by the Municipal Reference Library, carries a three-page article on “Preparation for Civil 
Service” giving sources for civil service material. Some of it is distinctly for New York, 
but several of the addresses given will be useful to libraries anywhere in the United States.
